Banking Gains In Dull Times.
The statements made by the national

banks of the country under the call of
April 28, 1909, show that they had
gained at that date no less than $774,-261,0- 00

in total reserves since the re-

port of their condition made on May
14, 190S. That means an increase of
nearly 9 per cent in a year which was
marked by much industrial depression
and no little discouragement in busi-
ness. It might fairly be called the
growth of the national banks in dull
times a gain of about $65,000,000 a
month m resources.

Where such development Is possible
in a period of depression, what may be
expected when the current of trade and
industry is flowing swiftly? If that is
the way the financial strength of the
United States lncreases--an-d the na-
tional banks measure less than half of
it when business Is not considered
good, what may be counted on when
things are booming?It seems fair to estimate the growthof the banking resources of the coun-
try in a good year at more than

every business day, or over a
billion and a half annually. If Ameri-
cans feel somewhat conscious of their
wealth and power and prosperity thev
do not have to look far for facts and
figures to justify their soaring concep-
tion of the land they live in and stake
their future upon. Cleveland Leader.

because a sugar company rn which
many members of the Japanese par-
liament have been active la involved
In wholesale bribery and frauds upon
the government.

These things mean vital changes
which go to the roots of Japanese life.
They foreshadow far reaching depart-
ures from old standards and old con-
ditions. They threaten Japan wlrh the
ills which other countries have found
to be the natural fruit of such Indus-
trial advances as Japan has been mak-
ing.

It wilt not be long before tbe Japan-
ese nation will be so affected, in it
Inmost life and character, that the
mikado will not be able to count upon
such devotion and obedience as his
subjects have been wont to shew. The
ancient feudal ideals are bound to
weaken and deoay under the influence
of factory life for worklngmen and
the corruption whidh wealoi quickly
amassed is euro to spread in higher
circles. The Japanese are. a wonder-
ful people, but they cannot win the
advantages of western cJvtllsatiott
without incurring Its drawbacks. They
must take the bad with. the good. The
diseases of modern society with Us
luxuries.
